New York, Sept. 3.—[Special‘]—The 
United States government today 
opened its case full blast at the second 
session of the trial of Harry M. Daugh- 
erty, formerly attorney general of the 
United States, and Col, Thomas W. 
Miller, formerly alien property custo- , 
dian. The trial is before federal Judge 
Julian W. Mack, and a jury. The 
charge is fraudulent conspiracy, It is 
the first time in the history of the gov- 
ernment that a man who had been a 
cabinet member has been tried in a 
criminal case 
United States Attorney Emory R. 
Buckner, in his opening address, and 
Richard Merton, international sbe 
clalist, of Frankfort-on-Main, Ger- 
many, the government's principal wit- 
ness, were the features of the day. 


$391,000 Bribe Charged. 


Mr. Buckner promised the jury to 
show by evidence that Mr. Daugherty 
inust have profited by at least $22,000

WORLD POLITICS IN CHINA. 
The latest developments in China are mere seri- 
ous than any since the expulsion of the Christian 
general Feng and his army from Peking. With 
the familiar accompaniment of treachery and - 
sertign, Marshal Wu Pei-fu seems to have lost 
his most important base, Hankow, and if the 
Cantonese are able to establish themselves there 
they may be able to unite with Feng strategically 
fer successful operations on Peking. In terms of 
internationa! politics this would mean the restora- 
tien of the influence of Moscow in Chinese af- 
fairs. In terms of China internal politics it 
would mean perhaps a greater advance teward 
unification than has been accomplished since the 
fall of Yuan Shih-kat. 

But ft is too early for prediction, It ts in fact 
always too early for prediction in Chinese affairs 
in these days. The capture of Hankow shakes 
the position of the Shanghai war lerd, Sun Chaun- 
tang, and may compel him to take sides. On the 
other hand the drive of the may be 
exhausted and no real decisive 

may appear. In that case something may come of 
a new effort to agree upon a delimitation. of 
spheres of authority among the several factions, 
with possibly some sort of experiment at a new 
parliament. In the melee of personal ambitions, 
factional and sectional interests, and foteign in- 
fluencés it is impossible to tell what will happen. 
Meanwhile, and quite inevitably, the foreign re 


lations of China enter a more intense chapter. 


The influence of Moscow on the advancing power 
of the Cantonese has not been on be 
half of conciliation and restoration of friendly re- 
lations, and the attack upon the British ships on 
the upper Yangtze may very well cause grave con- 
cern not only in Downing street but at Washing: 
ton and Paris. It cannot be ignored, but unless 
the Cantonese establish themselves in Peking and 
set up a national government, diplomatic protest 
would seem rather futile and meanwhile starn 
punitive measures, demanded, it is said, by the 
British at Shanghai, are not easy to organize 
and would have a very undesirable effect upon 
British interests in China. The British sithatien 
already is exceedingly uncomfortable and will 
be more so if a new government is formed under 
the auspices of the Cantonese and the Christian 
general's part̃x. 
That would increase the prestige and direct m- 
fluence of Moscow not only in the Far Bast but 
throughout Asia, and one of Tas Taisuns's cor- 
respondents at London reports that Downing 
street already views with disquietude the success 
of the soviet government in establishing relations 
with the countries bordering Russia, from Latvia 
on the Baltic to Canton on the China sea. With 
the shrewd bolshevik propaganda busy throughout 
Asia and a government supported by Moscow in 
possession of Peking, Canton and a good part of 
the. Yangtze valley, not only the interests of 
Great Britain would be gravely threatened, but 
those of all foreign powers now possessing any 
sort of a footing in the east. 
We are not disposed to exaggerate the possi- 
bilities of “a pan-Asiatic movement, but the con- 
tinued advance of the Cantonese armies lend 
them more plausibility than they have had for

It has happened 
occasionally that a traffic policeman who 
has been transferred from a bad beat 
to a good one has been relieved of his 
bea daches and the other symptoms of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. Intelligent 
policemen, as well as intelligent em- 
ployes of public garages are beginning to 
understand the meaning of these symp- 
toms.
